NEW YORK, June 4l—The Ameri- 


can Metal Market and Daily Iron & 
Steel Review will review the 
steel 


and iron trade tomorrow as follows: 


With the several important declines 


in steel prices that occurred in April 
and the very light buying of steel pro- 
ducts for more tban two months past, 
the steel trade reached a position at 
the end of last month of no news be- 
ing good news. 


There have been no developments 


of any particular importance In the 
past week, and this Is raroraoie for 
the market, which .seems to be well 
set to pull through, a dull midsummer 
period without accident. 


There has been no price decline in 


any Important finished steel product 
since the sagging off in wire products 
which became recogalzed as a gen- 
eral decline by tbe middle of May. 
Bars, shapes and plates arQ substanti- 
ally unchanged since the end of April, 
while in some quarters it is held that 
sheets are a little less Irregular than 
a fortnight ago. 
Merchant pipe is 


strictly held. Steel ingot production 
is at 50 per cent or less of capacity. 


It Is hypothetical to remark that 


steel prices, while maintained, are not 
being seriously teited by large 
in- 


quiries. The market has been and is 
very dull, with current sales no more 
than 30 to 35 per cent of capacity at 
the outside, but the appearance of 
heavier demand is at least as likely 
to strengthen the mills as to 
en- 


courage them to cut. 


In view nf the sharp increase and 


then sharp decrease in steel buying 
in the past six months, both based on 
very flimsy pretexts, it is easy to re- 
gard seriously the chance of 
steel 


buying undergoing a decided increase 
not simply next August, but even in 
July, for if the steel market delights 
In anything it is In breaking pre- 
cedents.

One of the reasons. why the bitum-

inous industry has not -main tamed 
its former rate of growth has been 
the widespread adoption, of efficiency 
methods of consumers during the 
past ten , years or so. Addressing 
the meeting of the International Rail- 
way Fuel Association in Chicago this 
week, IWbert H. Aisiton, president ot 
the American Railway 
Association, 


told ..what has been accomplished 'along 
that~ line by the country's transpor- 
tation system and urged his hearers 
to continue then- efforts to secure 
still greater fuel economy. 


"One of tile largo meaanres of ef- 


ficiency and economy In moving n 
thousand tons of freight one mile IK 
how much coal is burned in that op- 
eration," said Mr. Aishtoo. "In 1923 - 
when the railroads carried the larg- 
est freight traffic in their history, it 
required 160.2 pounds of coal turned 
into steam to move one ton of gross 
freight a thousand miles, or a thous- 
and gross tons one mile. This was 
2.8 pounds less than in 1922 and l.S 
pounds less than In 3921. 


"If the railroad used one pound 


of coal less this year than was used in 
1923 and moved tne same toa mileage 
aj In 1923, it would mean a total sav- 
ing of ?3,1«S,000 in the fuel bill of 
tne 'carriers in 1924, on the basis of 
the prevailing price or coal. Of that 
amount, H.944,000 would be realized In 
the freitfct service, $692,000 In the 
passenger service, and ?529,OM> in the 
switching service.
